He  said, 
"The  United  States  ^compelled  Spain 
to  relax  her  grasp  from  the  throat  of 
the  helpless  Cuban,  then  gave  her  a 
wh^^ping  and  paid  her  0^,000,000 
for  the  privilige."  '

iards Left  Cuba,"  he  will  in  the  near 
future  give  them  one  of  "Ten  Years 
After  he  Left  it."

Tvasnmgton,  l>ec.  10. — The  house  of 
representative  got  down  to  the  act- 
ual work  of  legislation  hy  resuming 
consideration  of  tho  bill  to  provide 
for  the  thirteenth  and  subsequent  de- 
cennial eettsuses,  which  had  been 
partially  -  discussed  at  the  last  ses- 
sion. 

The  consideration  of  the  bill  led  to 
a  discussion  of  the  civil  service.  This 
came  up  on  an  amendment  ofiFerei 
by  Mr.  CHllett  of  Massachnsetto,  the 
effect  of  which  wonld.  be  to  ^exclude 
from  they  noncompetitive  examination 
re<)uired  as  the  basis  of  appointment 
messengers,  assistant  messengers, 
messenger  boys,  watchmen,  unskilled 
laborers  and  charwomen.  Mr.  Gillett 
took  occasion  to  condemn  the  present 
plan  of  appointing  clerks  in  the  cen- 
sus office  by  noncompetitive  examina- 
tion. "These  examinations,"  he  said, 
"ought  to  be.  eo«9etltlf«»  aad  not 
mere  farces." 

The  system  of  appotnbiMnts  pre- 
vailing heretofoM^  sad  wldcb  It  is 
proposed  to  eoatiaiie,  of  datemlalag 
the  fitness  of  cm  appUesBt  fat  then 
leaving  it  to  tba  Judgment  dt  the  di- 
rector of  the  omisus  to  make  the  se- 
lection regardless  of  the  ratings  ob- 
tained, was  defended  by  Mr.  Crum- 
packer  of  Indiana,  who  remarked 
that  the  various  civil  service  refonn 
associations  did  not  know  what  they 
were  talking  about  when  they  want- 
ed the  temporary  census  clerks  ap> 
pointed  in  the  regular  way.  Mr.  CNK 
lett  said  that  the  nonoomp^tlva  ex- 
aminations simply  wefo  a  IMttm  to 
"the  old  spoils  system." 

Mr.  Bobtnsoa  (Ark.)  tn.  opiMdag 
tha  ■maadmeat,  Tehamaatly  declared 
that  the  "spoils  system**  had  obtained 
la  large  degree  In  the  days  of  An- 
drew Jackson,  "and  has  obtained  in 
large  degree  during  the  administra- 
tion of  Theodore  Roosevelt"  He  sug- 
gested that  that  doctrine  should  not 
be  repudiated  and  applied  at  the 
same  time.  If  representatives,  he 
said,  should  be  required  to  pass  com- 
petitive examinations,  the  high 
school  boys  would  hold  seats  la  con- 
gress. 

UlustratiBg  his  point  that  tha 
spoils  lyatam  piwfallei  mem,  Mr. 
Robinson  ■satiwiid  tha  reoeat  ap- 
pointment of  OiaM  Keeft  as  com- 
missioner of  Imsslgratioa.  Mr.  Fow- 
ler (N.  J.)  was  so  esmest  in  his  sup- 
port of  the  amendment  that  Mr.  Hep- 
burn (la.)  asked,  "Why  are  you  so 
anxious  to  protect  yourself  from  the 
possibility  of  appointing  a  scalawag?" 
"I  do  not  care  to  lave  myself  that  re- 
sponsibility," replied  Mr.  Fowler, 
amid  laughter,  "for  I  hava  ao  aeala- 
wags  in  my  district." 

The  amendment  was  lost,  65  to  119.

Market  For  Large  Rail  Order. 

Cleveland,  O.,  Dec.  10. — The  Iron 
Trade  Review  says:  Positive  aa. 
nouncement  that  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  will  place  an  order  for  160,- 
000  tons  of  steel  rails  within  a  few 
days  Is  believed  to  indicate  that  a 
general  buying  movement  on  the  pait 
ot  tho  railmads  wlH  soon  bo  stavtoi.

The  trouble  occurred  at  an  hour 
^riien  the  streets  of  the  business 
.  IDAricet  and  city  hall  district  were 
crowded  with  people.  While  the  bat- 
tit  whs  In  pn^^resB  'tlie  participants 
tn^nvM  an  entire  block,  the  final 
•taiM  at  the  fight  being  enacted  dt 
^  -  rcetly  across  the  street  from  an  en- 

trance to  the  police  station. 
•  George  M.  Holt,   probation  officer 

Cf  the  juvenile  court,  and  a  pioneer 
tn  the  work  of  saving  boys  from  the 
•treetB  in  this  city,  went  to  Fifth  and 
Main  streets  to  investigate  a  case  of 
Alleged  abduction  which  had  been  re- 
ported to  hitkL  Near  that  street  cor- 
ner he  camd  npon  Sharp  who,  anr- 
fconded  by  his  companions,  was  ez- 
kortlng  a  crowd  o(  street  loafers. 
IWith  Sharp  were  A.  J.  Selser,  a  wom- 
Sa  aiid  five  children.  The  children 
ranged  in  age  from  14  to  3  years.  The 
olBccr's  suspicions  were  aroused  by 
the  manner  in  which  the  woman  at- 
tempted to  secure  money  contribu- 
tions from  the  crowd,  and  he  decided 
that  she  and  her  male  companions 
.were  not  proper  persons  to  have  the 
iostody  of  young  children. 
^  The  woman  announced  that  she 

Bud  "Adam  ,God"  would  conduct  ser- 
,^oes  at  GreighUm's,  or  Poor  Main's 
ICission,  one  block  north,  whereupon 
giM  snd  her  ooMpsntons  started  la 
Hm  direction  br  the  mfatsion.  OlBoer 
Cmt  then  accosted  the  woman  and 
iBQTifred  as  to  the  identity  of  the 
children.  The  woman  Immediately 
gssumed  an  attitude  of  resentment 
And  replied  sharply  that  the  officer 
'liad  better  attend  to  his  own  busi- 
psss." 

The  officer  persevered  In  hte  in- 
Qtxlries,  when  "Adam  God,"  whose 
long  flowing  white  beard  and  hair 
fsve  him  the  appearance  of  a  pstri- 
•ndi,  threatened  the  ofllcer  with 
/  ^lysieal  Ti<denee.  Ofllcer  Holt  was 
pot  armed,  hint  stood  his  groond,  and 
"Adam  God**  struck  him  a  heary 
Itlow  behind  the  ear  with  a  pistol, 
snaking  an  ugly  wound.  Holt  then 
started  for  the  police  station  for  as- 
sistance, and  as  he  moved  away  the 
preacher  tried  to  shoot  him,  but 
Charp  was  so  excited  that  he  dropped 
his  revolver  as  he  attempted  to  draw 
It  and  when  he  picked  it  up  and 
snapped  it  at  the  officer  the  savtridge 
fSiled  to  explode. 

Ofllcer  Holt  rushed  into  the  police 
Station  and  announced  that  a  relig- 
fODs' fanatic,  armed  to  the  teeth,  was 
•t  the  very  threshold  of  the  police 
station,  and  he  warned  the  officers  to 
prepare  for  trouble.  The  police  ser- 
geant in  charge  ordered  Patrolman 
Charles  Dalhow  and  Harry  E.  Stei^e 
to  go  out  and  arrest  Sharp  and  his 
followers. 

The  religionists  wore  within  50 
yards  of  the  police  station  when  the 
,  oflleers  stepped  into  the  street.  They 
prre  etidence  of  being  in  a  frenzy  ol 
rage,  and  with  profane  abuse  they 
ssrred  notice  on  all  who  chanced  to 
tiear  that  they  would  preach  '^gbt 
under  the  eaves  of  the  police  station 
snd  the  police  can  iiot  preyent  us." 
/  The    officers  were   nftt  expecting 

serious  trouh'.e  from  such  an  insig- 
nificant band  of  street  preachers,  and 
were  not  pr'^parpd  for  the  volley  of 
bullets  which  m^t  thpm  almost  Im- 
mediately after  th'^y  app'^:'r^^d  on  the 
scene.  Dalbow  was  instantly  killed 
and  In  bvllet  passed  through  Stege's 
arm.  Other  officers,  hearing  tbf 
'  firing,  rushed  into^>^  atreet;  «i|  a 
general  battle  easoed.  The.  ofllcsrs, 
ss  they  stepped  from  the  hulldia&  of- 
fered themselTes  as  targets  to  their 
oppottents  in  the  fight,  but  were  un- 
able to  shoot  without  endangering 
the  lives  of  innocent  persons. 

In  the  menntime  a  riot  call  had 
been  sounded  and  policemen  were 
appearing  from  all  directions.  Thor- 
oughly aroused,  the  officers  closed  in 
on  Sharp  and  his  follower^,  firing  as 
th^y  went,  but  ta'vin.j  rrcat  care  not 
V  to  Injure  any  of  the  rhildren.  When 

the  firing  ceased  "Adam  God"  lay 
fiitally  wounded,  shot  through  the 
'  head  and  body.

assembling  of  congress  is  always  an 
interesting  event.  This  being  the  short 
session,  senators  and  representatives 
are  generally  well  acquainted  with 
each  other.

According  to  the  unofficial 
list  compiled  by  the  clerk,  seventy  new 
faces  will  be  seen  among  the  members 
of  the  next>house  when  it  meets  in 
extra  sesslim  in  March  under  a  can 
from  President  Taft.  At  the  recent 
election  Indiana  made  more  changes 
in  its  house  delegation  than  any  other 
state,  amounting  to  eight,  the  Demo- 
crats sscoring  ^vra  out  of  tbe  thtr^ 
taen  members.  In  the  next  house  new 
men  will  be  present  from  the  states 
named  below  as  follows:  Pennsylva- 
nia, 7;  New  York  and  Ohio,  6  each; 
Missouri  and  Iowa,  6  each;  Colorado, 
Illinois.  Mississippi  and  *Nwth  Caro- 
lina, 3  each;  Kentucky,  Louisiana, 
Maryland,  Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  Ok- 
lahoma, Tenn^»ee  and  Wlsconaln,  2 
each;  Alabama,  ArkanaaSt  Oobnsetlcot, 
Delaware,  Florida,  Georgia,  Idaho, 
Maine,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Montana, 
Rhod^  Island,  Texas,  Yarmont  and 
Washington,  1  each. 
Changes  About  the  Capitoi.  ^ 
During  the  recess  of  congress  several 
new,  modern  and  swift  running  eleva- 
tors were  placed  in  the  capitoL  They 
were  moch  needed,  for  the  crowds  of 
visitors  from  all  over  the  wortd  In- 
crease year  by  year.  Tbe  new  office 
building  for  the  mauibers  of  the  house 
is  recelvlnif  the  tinishiug  touches.  It 
is  now  in  quite  comfortable  Khai»e.  The 
senate  otflce  building  the  contractors 
hope  to  have  ready  for  occupancy  by 
March  4.  Senators  will  each  have 
two  rooms;  representatives  have  only 
one  allowed  them.  Senators  have  al- 
ways voted  thems^ves  what  they 
pleased.  There  are  no  accommodations 
at  present  In  either  the  capitoi  or  the 
old  Maltby  building,  which  is  occupied 
by  senators  not  chairmen  of  commit- 
tees, for  the  more  recently  elected,  and 
Messrs.  Cummins  of  Iowa,  Page  of 
Vermont  and  Fletcher  of  Florida,  who 
take  their  seats  this  sesi^ion,  will  have 
ftheir  quarters  in  tbe  new  office  build- 
ing rushed  to  completion. 

New  Quartere  For  Censue  Bureau. 

The  understanding  la  that  when  the 
Maltby  building  is  vara  ted  by  senators 
the  census  bureau  will  take  it  and 
quarter  a  large  portion  of  the  clerks 
therein.  This  used  to  be  a  hotel  and 
was  rented  and  subsequently  purchased 
by  the  government  It  is  nut  far  from 
the  Of^  brick  shack  that  is  used  by 
the  census  bureau  and  is  itself  dilapi- 
dated. The  force  of  the  census  bm;eao 
is  beiiig  Incraased  right  along,  aa  the 
next  ammaratloii  of  the  p<q;>olatlon  is 
to  be  made  In  1910.  There  Is  a  modi- 
fled  examination  of  all  men  and  women 
who  secure  clerkships  in  this  bureau, 
but  as  senators  and  representatives 
have  a  good  deal  to  say  a^  to  who  shall 
be  selected  for  these  temi  orary  posi- 
tions the  pressure  for  appointments 
will  be  intense  from  now  until  the 
time  for  getting  the  worit  well  waOex 
way.  • 

Prespaetive  Naval  Legislation.

The 
talk  around  Washlncrtnii  Is  that  Presi- 
dent Iloosevelt  is  saiislied  with  having 
procured  two,  for  he  and  other  liciiev- 
ers  In  a  large  navy  were  afraid  last 
session  that  the  close  flsted  among  the 
natioual  k-jrisiators  might  cut  the  al- 
lowance down  to  a  single  vess;^  They 
then  realiced  that  much  was  accom- 
plished in  inducing  Speaker  Cannon 
and  Senator  Hale  to  agree  to  two  big 
battleships,  and  If  tUs  nnmber  can  be 
secured  right  along  not  many  years 
will  roll  by  before  the  United  States 
will  have  fleets  i)owerful  and  largg 
enough  to  serve  notice  on  the  whole 
world  that  it  will  l»e  a  mighty  danger- 
ous thing  for  any  power  to  "monkey" 
with  T'iKle  Sam  in  either  the  Atlantic 
or  Pacific  ocean.  . 

Advocates  Young  Men  For  Army. 

Senator  McCreary  of  Kentucky,  who 
voted  last  session  for  four  battleships, 
says  he  favors  for  his  country  the 
strongest  af  my  and  navy  possible.  If 
he  could  have  his  \s-ay  he  would  have 
the  army  compo.sed  only  of  tbe  young 
men,  the  ncre^  to  ran.uo  l1ot^^•l'on  ;  rvei:- 
teeu  and  twenty-five,  and  he  thinks 
only  single  men  should  be  enlisted. 
He  means  the  privates,  however,  for 
the  age  restriction  could  not  apply  to 
effloNra.  But  as  this  wUl  never  come 
aboot  the  girls  who  fuicy  soKUeiSi 
need  new  worry  over  ttie  possibility 
of  regulations  which  will  prevent  thebr 
military  beaua  .firom  poping  the  Ques- 
tion.

Pine  Bluff,  Ark.,  Dec.  .—The  gov- 
ernment dyke  at  the  foot  of  Tennes- 
see street,  upon  which  the  residents 
of  the  eastern  portion  of  this  dty  de> 
pend  for  protection,  gave  way  and 
the  waters  of  the  Arkansas  ri^r  ai% 
fast  eating  their  way  toward  the 
mouth  of  Hardings  bayou,  which 
crosses  the  dty.

ASCRIBES  IT  TO  AGITATION 


Says  Payrolls  of  Trantpertatton 
Lines  of  Country  Underwent  a 
Shrinkage  of  $1,000,000  a  day  as 
Result— Asserts  That  100^  Miles 
of  Road  Must  Ba  Built  In  West  and 
8oiith%vest  and  Capitalists  Must  Bo 
Assvred  of  Stable  PoUcy. 

Chicago  Dec.  10.^.  PlerpoBt  Mor- 
gan, after  refusing  to  be  iBtvtlewed 
fbr  pnblieatioa  and  dodglag  photog- 
raphers, sat  at  the  banquet  board  of 
the  Chicago  association  of  commerce 
while  B.  Y.  Toaknm,  chairman  ot  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Rock 
Island-Frisco  lines,  discussed  "Our 
Country  and  Our  Railroads."  Mr. 
Morgan  accepted  the  invitation  to  be 
present  some  time  ago,  stipulating, 
however,  that  he  should  not  bel  called 
upon  to  speak.  He  left  for  New 
York  after  the  baaqnet  oa  a  a^^dal 
train. 

Mr.  Toakum  declared  that  the 
panic  of  last  winter  caused  a  shrink- 
age in  the  payrolts  of  the  railroads 
of  11.000.000  a  day.  largely  as  a  re- 
sult of  misdirected  agitation  against 
the  roads.  He  averred  his  convic- 
tion that  an  established  railroad  pol- 
icy by  the  government  is  necessary, 
but  It  must  be  a  stable,  centralized 
one,  under  which  the  railroads  can 
plan  construction  years  ahead.  He 
said  that  100,000  miles  of  road  will 
liaTo  to  bo  bnUt  west  aad  southwest 
of  Chicago  to  care 'for  taicrsasing  pop- 
nlation  and  commerce.  Railroads 
alone,  he  said,  can  not  solve  the 
transportation  problem  of  the  coun- 
try, but  the  government  must  adopt 
as  broad  and  comprehensive  water- 
ways policy  as  has  been  pursued  by 
capitalists  in  building  railroads. 


Score  Hurt  In  Explosion. 
New  York,  Dec.  10.— More  than  a 
score  of  persons  were  injured,  five 
of  them  seriously,  and  a  hundred 
more  were  thrown  into  a  panic  when 
a  bomb  was  hurled  into  tha^air  sluaft 
of  the  taneuMpt  honso  at  East 
jSixty-thifd  street  Tho  hoosa  was 
badl7  wrecked.

Cuba  is  a  free  and  sovereign  nation, 
whose  sovereignty  should  not  be  ez- 
tinguishod  on  the  pretext  of  its  abil> 
ity  to  govern  itself."

Bsfors  Her  Guests. 

There  are  many  times  when  the 
housekeeper  who  expects  ^ompany 
wants  to  set  before  her  guests  some- 
thing that  is  a  little  different,  but 
which  she  can  make  herself  wl^ut 
the  apparatus  of  a  professkmal  caterer. 
The  recipes  given  below  are.  easy  to 
make  for  a  person  of  arerase  knowl- 
edge of  cofl^ry,  and  do  not  reqirir«  so 
much  offprt  that  tbe  hostess  need  tlr« 
hers^  They  are  not  too  elaborate, 
but  depart  from  those  of  the  cook 
books: 

Pineapple  Eggs.— Soak  the  contents 
of  half  a  box  of  gelatine  in  water  and 
when  dissolved  add  a  cupful  of  grated 
ni)ioapi>Io  (canned  or  otherwise),  and 
the  juice  of  one  lemon,  a  cupful  of  boil- 
ing water,  and  a  cupful  of  sugar; 
strain  ^nd  set  away  to  harden.  As 
soon  as  the  hardening  process  begins, 
whip  qulcl^ly  with  an  eggbea^r  and 
f^Id  In  the  whttes  of  five  eggs.  Mold 
In  eggshells  and  serre  la  any  fsnelfal 
way. 

Ice  CtAmu  Cake. — Cream  two  cups 
of  sugar  with  one  of  butter,  add  a  cup- 
ful of  sweet  milk,  3^  onpfuls  of  flour, 
and  the  whites  of  nine  eg?^s;  stir  in 
two  scant  teas))oonfuls  of  baking  pow- 
der, and  baite  in  jellycake  pans.  Spread 
^arh  layer  with  a  boiled  icing,  sea- 
soned with  the  juice  and  rind  of  one 
orange. 

EngUsh  Tart.— Line  a  deep  pie  plate 
with  a  rich  emit  and  flU  with  goose 
Mrry  preserves,  sprlnkUng  a,  llttlr 
fleur  over  the  top.  When  baked  cove 
Flth  a  martaigne  or  with  whipped 
creaa^  sweeten  to  taste,  and  set  on 
lee.

Qerman  Dumplings. 

Remove  the  crust  from  two  or  three 
small  stale  rolls  and  cut  the  crumbs 
into  small  pieces.  Lay  the  crusts  aside. 
Put  the  crumbs  into  a  basin  and  pour 
over  them  enough  boiling  milk  to  near- 
ly cover.  Soak  10  or  16  minutes,  and 
then  press,  to  remove  superfluouR 
milk.  Put  over  the  flre  and  stir  with 
a  spoon  until  hot,  but  not  soorched. 
Push  back  and  season  wltb  salt  and 
pepper.  Cut  a  half  poond  ci  baecm 
Into  small  pieoea-aad  try  with  aomo  of 
the  crusts  cut  hito  diee.  When  done, 
add  to  the  soaked  bread,  with  twn 
tablespoon fuls  of  butter  cut  In  small 
pieces  and  enough  beaten  egg  to  bind 
the  mixture  without  making  too  soft. 
It  must  be  stiff  enough  to  hold  its 
shape  when  rolled  into  dumplings. 
Flour  the  hands  freely  and  make  the 
dumplings  of  equal  size.  Plunge  into 
a  saucepan  of  boiling  water,  cover 
tightly,  and  cook  teu  aUnoCes  wltbout 
uncovering.  Drain;  pat  on  a  hot  dish 
until  ready  to  serve.  ■■

After  they  have  dis«i>i>panM3  wash 
the  Ivory  a?nin  in  soap  hnd  4^teK 
rinse  It  thoroughly  and  dry  carefully 
with  a  soft  cloth. 

When  the  stains  do  not  disappear 
entirely  aher  contact  with  tlie  sun's 
the  ivory  4ioold  be  was|ied  again 
in  soap  and  Water,  tlieii  ^taed  in 
clear  water  to  which  a  mm  Ifnion 
Juice  lias  bem  added.  Care  must  be 
taiien  to  have  tbe  temperature  of  tiie 
water  right,  as  tee  great  beat  wHl  in- 
jure the  Ivory. 

I  Very  dark  discolorations  require  the 
services  of  an  expert  to  remove,  though 
one  Uiay  be  fairly  successful  by  rub-' 
bing  oxalic  add  solution,  not  too 
strong,  and  ai>plyinc  tiii^  to  the  dark 
spots  or  streaks  with  a  brush.  After- 
ward wash  the  ivory  well  In  clear 
warm  water  and  dry  with  absorbent 
cotton  or  a  soft  cloth,  and  then  leave 
In  the  sunshine  or  in  a  warm  place  to 
bleach.

Grape  Fruit  Balad.—There  are  eey- 
eral  dUEerent  ways  ef  pmMiring  a 
grape  fruit  salad.  For  a  sweet  fruit 
salad,  cot  In  halves,  remove  tbt  seeds 
and  with  a  pointed  pair  of  scissors 
snip  the  membranes  that  hold  the  cen- 
ter core  in  place  and  the  pulp  to  the 
walls,  then  remove  all  together.  Fill 
the  cavity  In  the  center  with  powder- 
ed sugar,  moistened  with  maraschino 
liquor,  sherry  or  grape  Juice.  Let 
stand  in  a  cold  place  for  several  hours 
before  serving.  When  ready  to  serve, 
put  a  maraachina  cherry  in  the  center 
of  each  fruit.  Serve  a  half  flratt  to 
each  sneat  White  snpeo  cot-op  and 
seeded  are  aften  added  to  the  palp, 
which  Is  nearly  always  seiVed  In  the 
grape  fruit  shelL  When  possible  fresh 
sour  cherries  are  often  substituted  for 
the  maraschino.  Another  grape  fruit 
salad  is  made  by  remr^ing  the  pulp 
from  halved  grape  fi*uit.  discarding  all 
the  pith.  This  done,  return  the  pulp 
to  tlie  skin,  put  a  tablespoonful  of 
mayonnaise  dressing  6a  each  half  and 
serve  on  lettuce  leaves.  Chopfwd  nuts 
may  be  added  to  the ^jrape  froit  polp 
er  chopped  celery  when  in  season.

A 
little  inrention 
may  Tary  this  by

does  not  disturb 
the  flavor.  When 
cooked  all  alone 
the  quince  flavor 
Is  quite  strong, 
_  and  sweet  apples 

ikHt,***^  seem  created  to 
borrow  an  equal  flavor  from  the 
quince.  A  very  few  quince  preserves 
with  ice  cream  Is  a  dainty  dish,  and 
a  spoonful  served  with  a  mound  of 
whipped  cream  and  gelatin  is  dtilcious. 

The  I^usekeeper  soggsats  new  ways 
for  the  fruit,  and  one  bf  theoe  is  a 
trifle  made  with  dhapped  preserved 
qu'nces.  Arrange  them  in  a  deep 
glasfl  dish  with  alternate  layers  of 
macaroon  or  sponge  cake  crumbs,  then 
))Our  over  a  rich  boiled  custard  made 
v  ith  the  yolks  of  six  eggs,  three  table- 
spccnfuls  of  sugar,  three  cupfuls  of 
milk  and  half  a  teaspoonfnl  of  almond 
extract.  Pour  the  custard  over  while 
It  Is  still  warm  and  set  aside  until  very 
cold.  Just  before  serving  heap  over 
the  top  the  wliites  of  two  ^gs  whipped 
to  a  yery  atiff  snow  with  two  table-, 
spoonfuls  ot  powdered  sugar  and  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  chopped  blanched 
almonds.  Garnish  with  candled  orange 
carpels  or  candied  cherries. 

A  quince  tart  It  either  a  pie  or  pud- 
ding If  one  prefcs  it  so  called,  but  it 
is  equally  delicious  under  either  name. 
Press  one  pint  of  quince  pulp  through 
a  colander,  add  to  it  one  cupful  of 
granulated  sugar,  the  beaten  yolks  of 
four  e^gs  and  one  pint  of  milk.  Line 
a  shallow  pudding  dish  with  puff  paste 
and  poor  In  the  ^oinoe  mixture.  Twist 
a  strip  of  the  paatry^-dronnd  the  edge 
of  the  dish  for  n  border,  and  bake  In  a 
moderate  oven  for  about  hflf  an  hour 
or  until  done.  "Whip  the  wliites  of  the 
eggs  to  a  very  stiff  snow  with  four 
tpblespoonfuls  of  powdered  sugar, 
h(  ap  it  over  the  top  and  let  it  brown 
very  delicately  in  a  slow  oven.  Serve 
cold  with  whipped  cream. 

Tapioca  cooked  in  water  until  per 
feclly  clear  and  thick  to  jelly  makes 
another  pleasing  foundation  for  a 
quince  dish.  Sweeten  the  tapioca  to 
taste  and  flavor  with  a  little  nutmeg 
and  lemon  Jnlee:  Place  it  in  layers  in 
a  buttered  pudding  dish  with  chopped 
preserved  quinces,  cover  tho  top  with 
the  whites  of  two  eggs  whipp'ed  to  a 
stiff  snow  vrith  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
powdered  sugar,  and  let  it  brown  deli- 
cately in  a  slow  oven.  The  syrup 
should  be  drained  from  the  fruit  and 
used  as  a  sauce.  Whipped  cream  Is 
also  a  delicious  accompaniment.  This 
pudding  Is  excellent  either  hot  or  cold. 


Swiss  Roast. 
Take  a  round  steak — from  two  to 
two  and  a  half  inches  in  thickness — 
and  pound  into  it  as  much  flour  as  it 
will  take,  using  the  edge  ^f  a  heavy 
plate  for  that  purpose.  "When  the 
flmir  haa  been  pounded  into  both 
aides  put  .the  meat  into  an  iron  akll- 
let  with  some  lard,  and  brown  it  on 
both  sides.  Then  cover  it  with  water, 
adding  onions  raough  to  flavor  and  a 
whole  ripe  tomato,  or  an  equal  quan- 
tity f)f  canned  tomatoes  when  fresh 
vegetables  are  not  in  season.  Cover 
tightly  and  cook  two  hours,  adding 
more  water  as  necessary  during  the 
time.  Just  I>efore  the  meat  Is  done, 
salt  and  pepper  to  taste.  Delicious  as 
this  dish  Is  wben  served  hot,  it  is  also 
nice  when  cold.

When  a  fish  is  to  be  broiled,  nevfer 
bone  it  If  the  bones  are  ronoved  the 
tissues  are  broken  and  the  )nIoes  es- 
cape. Before  frying  fish  dust  it  off 
with  salt  and  pepper.  Never  use  fill- 
ing or  stufllng  in  a  fat  fish  that  Is  to 
be  baked,  f^sh  fat  is  very  strong 
and,  mingled  with  a  stuffing,  is  most 
unpleasant.

STREET  UGHTS. 

Hew  Throughfares  Were  Itluminatsd 

In  the  Seventeenth  Century. 

Lighting  the  streets  of  a  large  city 
In  olden  times  was  a  far  diiTereut 
thing  from  the  illumination  of  our 
thoroughfares  now.  In  1(^01  the  streets 
of  London  were  directed  to  be  lighted 
with  candles  or  lantemil  by  every 
householder  fronting  the  main  road 
from  nightfall  to  9  o'clock,  the  hoar  of 
going  to  bed. 

In  the  last  year  of  King  Charles  II.'s 
reign  one  Edward  Hen ing  obtained  the 
right  to  light  the  streets  with  lanterns 
p!a<HHl  over  every  tenth  door  from  ii 
o'clock  on  moonless  evenings  until 
midnight  between  October  and  April. 

During  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne  in 
July,  ITSi).  Mr.  Michael  Coke  intro- 
duced globular  glass  lamps  with  oil 
burners  instead  of  the  former  glim- 
meriog  lanterns.  In  1716  an  act  waa 
passed  which  enjoined  every  house- 
holder to  fdrnlsh  a  light  before  his 
door  from  6  to  11  o'clo^  at  night  ex- 
cept on  evenings  between  the  seventh 
night  of  each  moon  and  the  third  after 
it  reached  its  full. 

In  a  fi'W  years  a  comi)ariy  was  form- 
ed to  light  the  street  frora  (I  o'clock 
till  midnight,  each  househtdder  who 
paid  poor  rates  being  re<iuired  to  con- 
tribute fur  this  purpose  G  shillings  a 
year. 

Gaslight,  at  its  introduction  in  the 
beginning  of  the  last  century,  present- 
ed such,  a  novel  spectacle  to  the  eyes 
of  foreign  ambassadora  that  they  were 
vain  enongh  to  imagine  that  the  bril- 
liant lamps  were  a  part  of  a  genera] 
Illumination  to  celebrate  their  arrival.

THE  NEW  SOUTH. 


Hon.  James  Bryce,  Great  Britain's 
Ambassador  to  the  United  States,  is 
one  of  the  shrewdest  observers  on 
American  aftairs  and  conditions.  His 
book,  "The  American  Conimonwealth'' 
published  some  years  ago  is  a  recog- 
nized authority.  It  is  quoted  by  all 
American  publicists  and  is  used  as 
a  text  book  in  many  American  col- 
^leges.  His  views  on  present  e<mdi- 
tions  in  the  South  are,  therefore,  par- 
ticularly timely  and  important.  He 
re<'eived  a  notable  re<'('ptiuii  Tii^-sday 
from  the  Southern  Commerce  Con- 
gress, then  in  session  in  Washign- 
ton.  Among  other  things,  Mr.  Bryce 
said: 

"Since  I  came  here  eighteen  months 
ago,  I  have  twice  visited  the  South. 
I  ca.n  hardlj'  express  to  you  the  con- 
trast between  what  I  personally  wit- 
nessed twenty-seven  years  ago  and 
the  jircsent  (-(Uiditions.    Whei'ever  1 
iha\e  been  in  the  South  I  have  been 
struck  by  the  signs  of  activity,  prog- 
ress and  development.    I  see  the 
land  being  brought  more  and  more 
inlo  eiiili\  atidU,  nuue  and  luoit  in^  iiij; 
done  for  agiicultnral    methods;  1 
j>aw  the  resources  of  your  soil,  of 
coal  and  iron,  being  brought  to  light 
'and  I  saw  a  new  spirit  in  the  South 
Svhicli   d<-.  iic>   (o   Tiiake  educational 
'progress  commensurate  with  matc- 
'rial  development." 

The  Ambassador  x>ointed  out  the 
enormous  difficulties  with  which  the 
South  has  had  to  contend  since  the 
Civil  War. 

"Xow,  ■  however,"    he  continued, 
j  there  is  a  great  d9or  open  before  you, 
I  and  as  one  of  the  well-wisher!?  of  the 
j  South,  who  believes  in  it-  greutnes- 
as  a  flourishing  and»  important  part 
<if  the  country,  I  venture  to  congratu- 
late you  upon  what  is  being  done  and 
to  say  that  still  gre'ater  prospects 
are  before  you."

The  broad  stream  of  Aemrican  far- 
mers pouring  into  Canada  was 
''viewed  with  alarm"  by  some  observ- 
ers, who  feared  that  the  Canadian 
West  would  be  Americanized,  and 
would  lose  touch  with  Imperial  and 
even  with  Canadian  sentiment.  Now 
an  alarm  of  quite  a  different  kind  is 
raised  by  the  New  York  Times.  The 
Times  says  that  no  fewer  than  7,379 
of  Uncle  Sam's  sons  changed  their  al- 
legiance last  year,  "and  it  is  now 
said  that  the  total  of  citizens  we 
have  presented  to  Canada  has  reach- 
ed 40,000  in  the  last  half  dozen  years. 
Before  that  time  it  would  hardly 
have  been  thought  possible;  it  has 
seemed  so  natural  for  other  national- 
ities  to  become  Americans,  but  so 
contrary  to  the  course  of  nature  for 
Americans  to  forswear  their  coun- 
try." 

Editor's  Note. — The  Times  is  in 
error,  Americans  do  not  forswear 
their  country  in  becoming  naturjilized 
Canadian  citizens. 

The  explanation  is  simple.  Per- 
haps some  of  the  newcomers  had 
been  brought  up  in  the  belief  that 
Canada  was  a  dowfi-trodden  colony, 
wherein  libeiiy  withered  under  the 
shadow  of  monarchical  and  aristo- 
cratic institutions.*  They  found  thai 
Canada  was  as  free  as  their  own 
country,  and  that  their  change  of 
hniiic  nieaiit  little  Tiiove  than  a  re- 
moved from  Ohio  to  Minnesota.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  the  Canadians  in 
the  West  feared  that  the  newc<tiners 
would  be  imbued  with  re\ olntinnaiy 
ideas,  that  fear  would  be  speedily 
dispelled  by  closer  acquaintance.  The 
American  farmer  is  usually  a  hard- 
headed,  praoti^l  fellow,  with  a 
strong  vem  of  conservatism  in  his 
charactei'.  He  wants  to  farm  in  the 
most  modem  way,  to  make  money  by 
fanning  to  take  plenty  of  enjoyment 
out  of  life,  to  give  his  women  folks 
all  the  comforts  pnd  con\eniences 
t'aat  are  available  and  to  have  the 
best  possible  education  for  his  chil- 
dren. He  wil^  not  .quarrel  with  in- 
stitutions that  afford  him  these  ad- 
vantages. 

Will  patriolisn),  American  or  Can- 
adian, suffer  by  the  interchange  of 
population,  and  the  knowledge 'there- 
by gained?  Rational  patriotism  will 
not  snffer.    No  patriotic  citizen  of 


Canada  or  of  the  United  States  will  j 
regret  that  the  people  of  the  two 
countries  are  learning  to  understand  | 
each  other.  The  development  of  each 
country,  the  national  ambition  of 
each  country,  will  be  furthered  by 
the  dealing  away  of  those  misun- 
derstandings which  elsewhere  create 
danger  of  war. 

An  EngUsh  writer  once  proposed  an 
arrangement  by  which  a  man  could 
hold  citizen.-hi})  in  the  British  Em- 
pire and  in  the  United  States  at  the 
same  time.  The  idea  seems  fanciful 
today,  but  it  may  be  realized  in  the 
future.  Why  should  international  re- 
lations be  regarded  as  absolutely 
fixed  and  rigid,  and  incapable  of  de- 
velopment and  progress?  A  century 
ago  the  relations  noW  existing  be- 
tween the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
self-governing  colonies  would  have 
been  inconceivable.  A  new  concep- 
tion of  international  relations  is  be- 
ing developed  on  this  continent,  where 
the  United  States  and  Canada  lie 
side  bj'  side  for  thousands  of  miles 
with  unguarded  frontiers.  The  ease 
with  which  one  citizenship  is  re- 
nounced and  another  taken  up  may 
give  a  shock  to  some  old-fashioned 
ideas,  but  it  may  be  only  one  of  the 
features  of  a  new  order  of  interna- 
tional relations.^ — Toronto,  Ont.,  Star.
